Being  in  a  hyperendemio  area  would  not  be  a  ‘ 
major  factor  since  much  of  the  time  was  spent  in  areas  near  the  Cambodian 
border  where  the  1st  Cavalry  had  over  620  oases  last  April.  ,  The  month  after’ 
the  malaria  discipline  was  so  strongly  emphasized  and  Bapsone  was  introduced^ 
the  number  of  oases  dropped  to  64  in  August.  In  September  there  were  253 
oases  of  malaria  but  the  majority  of  those  came  from  the  same  area  where 
the620  oases  were  oontaotod  in  April.  In  October,  the  total  dropped  to 
176  oases.  Although  ,the  area  of  operation  is  very  important,  the  number 
of  oases  con  be  reduced^  oven  in  a  hyporendemic  area  by  strong  command 
emphasis  on  malaria  discipline.

SUBJTilCTs  Operational  Report  on  Lessons  Learned 

ITEMt  Use  of  local  YC  for  secixrity  and  services  to  support  NVA. 

DISCUSSION:  The  Jd  NVA  Division  has  made  extensive  use  of  local 
VC  as  a  means  of  securing  regular  force  bivouac  area's.  Moreover 
they  are  used  as  delaying  forces  to  cover  main  force  withdrawal 
and  to  lay  mines  and  booby  traps.  Local  VC  are  also  called  upon 
to  gath  r  intelligence  of  combat  and  logistical  importance,  to 
provicio  guides  through  familiar  terrain,  and  to  assist  with  manual 
labor  when  necessary, 

OBS'RIRVATION ;  This  information  emphasizes  the  importance  of  the 
destruction  of  local  VC  forces  in  light  of  the  assistance  they 
provide  NVA  divisions, 

IT^t:  NVA  Main  Force  local  security  measures. 

DISCUSSION:  NVA  Main  Force  security  measures  are  very  simple.  In 
mountain/ jungl e  areas  dirring  the  hours  of  darkness,  each  company 
rotates  one  guard  on  an  hourly  basis.  During  daylight  hours 
companies  send  a  squad  size  patrol  to  screen  300-400  meters 
out.  Vfhile  bivouaced  in  a  village,  M.^?.  security  is  conducted 
by  local  VC, 


OB"FRVft.TION !  WA  night  security  is  at  a  minimum.  Small  screening 
forces  can  be  expected  300-400  meters  around  NVA  units, 

ITF?.T:  Landing  !3onG  ambushes 

DISCUSSION<  As  an  offensive  tactic,  LZ  ambushes  are  planned  using 
the  Spear  and  Net  techniques.  In  so  doing  the  NVA/VC  choose  an 
isolated  outpost  vrhich  can  be  reinforced  only  by  air  as  surTOunding 
territory  is  NVA,  VC  controlled.  The  outpost  is  attacked  by  a 
small  force  WA/VC,  To 'avoid  casualties  during  LZ  preparation  from 
friendly  reinforcements,  NV\/VC  troops  withdrawn  500-1000  meters. 
Meanwhile  all  enemy  mortars  and  other  weapons  are  laid  on  the  LZ 
or  airstrip.  Therefore  when  reinforcements  are  broiight  in  they 
8ire  subject  to  immediate  attack  by  either  mortar/RR  fire  or  by 
large  NVA/VC  forces  held  in  reserve, 

OBSERVATION :  Attack  on  LZ's  can  be  expected  after  LZ  preparatory 
fires  have  been  lifted  and  helicoptei^s  have  entered  the  area, 

ITEM:  VC  food  supply 

DISCUSSION:  Each  VC  soldier  carries  7-10  rations  during  operations, 
VC  units  have  caches  for  30  days  ordinary  supply,  ahd  maintain 
emergency  cach-js  for  other  situations.  Reports  and  interrogations 
indicate  the  2d  VC  Regiment  is  down  from  its  normal  rtce  supply. 

The  10th  Regiment  is  also  critically  short.  Denial  of  rice  to 
these  regiments  will  force  them  out  of  their  normal  areas  of

IRVINQ,  assault  boats  with  outboard 
niotors  were  utilised  on  rivers  leading  into  Vinh  Nuoc  Lake  by  elements 
of  the  3d  Brigade.  Because  of  the  shallow  depths  of  these  waters, 
the  cooling  system  of  the  outboard  motors  became  clogged  with  mud  and 
organic  matter,  rendering  the  motors  inoperable* 

OBSERVATTON ;  The  September  1966  issue  of  the  Arn^r  Digest  indicated  ^  r 
thht  shallow  draft  boats  driven  by  an  aircraft  engine  and  pusher  pro¬ 
peller*  similar  to  swamp  buggies  used  in  the  Rv’erglades  are  currently 
being  tested  at  EVjrt  Bel  voir.

After  ropoirin'T  tho  erosion  donn/jo,  two 
applications  of  poneprime  were  placed  on  the  turnaround.  The  penoprlme 
effectively  waterproofed  the  tumarotuid  areas,  and  subsequent  rains  caused 
no  orosinn  dnna;?©.  It  was  thow:rbt  however,  that  IKJ-O  would  (Tivo  a  bettor 
surface  than  poneprime  and  a  portion  of  tho  runv/ay  v/as  treated  with  this 
asphaltic  oounpoiaid.  Tho  MC-0  failed  to  ponotrato  sufficiently  and  tho 
surface  was  distributed  oven  by  foot  traffic.

OBSTiRVATIONS ;  Destruction  and  confiscation  of  rice  caches  will 
reduce  the  corabat  effectiveness  of  a  Main  jj'orce  VC  unit  and  possibly 
cause  him  to  ^Tithdravr  from  his  current  area  of  operation. 

ITEM;  Operators  of  UH-IB  helicopters  equipped  with  the  540  rotor 
head  are  experiencing  unusual  vibrations  early  in  the  life  of  the 
aircraft, 

DI'^CTTSSION;  The  540  rotor  head  utilizes  teflon  bearings.  These  bear¬ 
ings  are  failing  in  the  100  to  150  hour  range  due  to  dust  and  dirt 
penetration.  The  bearing  as  it  becomes  worn  sets  up  the  vibration 
pattern, 

OBSERVATION ;  All  540  rotor  heads  ore  being  fitted  with  dust  shields 
and  special  seals  in  an  attempt  to  extend  the  bearing  life, 

ITEM;  Removal  of  vertical  blade  pins  from  CH-47  aircraft, 

DISCNSSION;  An  unusual  number  of  vertical  pins  were  stuck  in  the  root 
socket.  This  resulted  in  3/4”  broken  bars  and  produced  an  unsafe 
condition.  Maintenance  personnel  were  forced  to  assume  unnatural  positions 
in  order  to  break  the  vertical  pins  loose. 

0B3ERVA  '’I''’>N ;  A  discussion  with  various  maintenance  personnel  resulted 
in  a  locally'’  produced  device,  with  the  aid  of  a  5  to  1  Sweeny  wrench. 

This  made  a  defficult  job  easy.  Boeing  mechanic  Louis  Stahl  conceived 
and  manufactured  the  device,  (Sketch  Incl)
